St. Albert Council Briefs 


Following are some of the 
highlights from the regular 
meeting of St. Albert council 
last Monday night. Mayor 
Dick Plain was in the chair 
and all councillors were 
present.

AN ORDER IN COUNCIL 
saved the day for. St. Albert’s 
Mayor Dick Plain and coun- 
cillors. Because St. Albert 
will no longer exist (as a 
town) after December 31, 
strictly speaking, the mayor 
and his councillors would 
also be defunct. But the 
order in council gives St. 
Albert till the general elec- 
tion of 1977 to ‘‘hang on’’ to 
power as municipal politi- 
cians. 

As Mayor Dick Plain 
commented on the informa- 
tion item received from Town 
Administrator Bob Byron 
(the order in council), ‘‘It’s 
nice to know we have the rest 
of our term to live out ... this 
could have been the subject 
of a petition.”

“IT’S A SAD DAY for 

Canada,’’ commented Coun- 


cillor Rod Throndson after 
Mayor Dick Plain read out a 
letter from some economic 
consultants, that firms both 
large and small were seeking 
to move out of Quebec 
because of the recent victory 
of the Parti Quebecois. 

The mayor pointed out that 
the political development 
could be to ‘‘our benefit,’’ 
but he thought the contents 
of the letter were a serious 
matter, when moves in 
Canada had to be made 
because of the political 
climate, and not because of 
economic necessities.

COUNCIL DECIDED TO 
leave till a January com- 
mittee of the whole meeting 
a request from the Peewee 
‘*BB”’ hockey club for funds 
to go to Quebec City for the 
International Peewee hockey 
tournament. 

The tournament is held in 
conjunction with the Quebec 
City annual winter festival. 

Projected budget for the

Cont’d From Page 3 
profitable deal for the town,”’ 
said Mr. Flynn - not a 
regional concept under which 
the line pays its way. 

The MD is also concerned 
with the inflation costs the 
town has. We would invest in 
10 percent, but St. Albert 
councillors don’t say what 
interest charges are on the 
borrowing,’’ said the Reeve. 
He also noted that the MD 
had saved St. Albert a ‘‘sub- 
stantial’’ sum by not requir- 
ing council to buy ease- 
ments. 

‘It seems to me,’’ said 
Reeve Flynn that it would 
help out St. Albert to have 
MD customers, with three 
areas. Cardiff Echoes with 
180 units, Morinville with 
over 2,000 population and 
the MD industrial park, 


which would mean the MD 
would immediately use their 
10 percent purchase of the 
line.”’ 

However he didn’t hold 
out much hope for an 
agreement given the un- 
yielding position of the 
mayor and some councillors. 

Mayor Plain felt Mayor Art 
Stapleton was upset (at the 
attitude of the MD) and 
added that St. Albert would 
go to the Premier’s office to 
support Morinville in their 
dealings. 

He accepted that all the 
wrangling would hold up the 
future growth of Morinville, 
but he said that St. Albert 
would support Morinville to 
get the MD ‘‘to take a 
reasonable attitude.’’ 

He accused the MD of 
trying to use Morinville as a 
whipping boy and added, 
‘I’ve never seen anyone do 
this to (another town) be- 
fore.”’

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Boards react with alarm 


to Town’s agreement 


Although a ‘‘reasonable”’ 
tone prevailed at the Joint 
Meeting of the Districts Six 
and Three School Boards 
Tuesday, December 14, str- 
ong reservations were ex- 
pressed by both boards in 
regard ‘to the proposed 
development agreement be- 
tween the District 6 Separate 
School Board and the Town 
of St. Albert. At present the 
agreement is in draft form 
for discussion, but the intent 
of the 22 page document 
seems clear. 

The agreement, drafted by 
the town to apply to the 
construction of the proposed 
West Grandin School, was 
the priority item on the Joint 
Meeting’s agenda. If acc- 
epted, the agreement will be 
the first of its kind in the 
province, and could set a 
precedent for the construc- 
tion of future schools here 
and elsewhere. 

Commenting on _ the 
boards’ response to the 
agreement, Mr. Bill Webber, 
chairman of the District 6 
Board, said it was first 
decided whether to reject the 
agreement wholly, or to 
review each part of it with an 
eye to clarification. However, 
the urgent need for the new 
school rendered the situation 
‘delicate’ said Mr. Webber, 
so the latter course was 
decided upon and the draft 
agreement was examined for 
specifics. 

In commenting on the 
whole concept of such an 
agreement between the town 
and any board, Mr. Steve 
Sieben, chairman of the 
District 3 Board said he felt 
there was no need for any 
development agreement. Mr 
Sieben stated that the 
District 3 Board had just 
completed construction of a 
school, with no difficulties to 
suggest that one was need- 


ed. 

Mr. Webber also had a 
comment on the agreement 
as a whole, saying he didn’t 
think development agree- 
ments should be imposed 
upon an elected body in the 
same manner that they are 
applied to private devel- 
opers. 

In the ensuing examina- 
tion of the draft agreement 
for specifics, it was the lack 
of those specifics that caused 
the most concern to both 
boards, Mr. Webber said. 
He criticized the ‘‘open-en- 
ded nature’’ of some of the 
conditions, indicating that 
many conditions were ‘‘at 
the discretion’’ of various 
town officials. Mr. Sieben 
was critical of the repeated 
use of the term ‘‘standards’’ 
throughout the agreement, 
without specification of those 
standards. 


SPECIFIC CONDITIONS 
CITED 


Board members found 
several conditions of the 
agreement questionable. 
One of these causing concern 
was a financial stipulation 
that $8,000 in off-site char- 
ges be paid the town by the 
board. According to the 
agreement, these are neces- 
sary as the ‘‘construction of 
the school makes necessary 
the eventual expansion of the 
town’s water supply, treat- 
ment and storage facilities 
and sewage treatment and 
disposal facilities.’’ 

However, in separate 
comments on these charges, 
the chairmen of both boards 
reiterated that the school was 
a response to expanded 
population demands, not a 
cause of them, and that the 
boards shouldn't be respon- 
sible for financing these im-

Albert resident did not leave 
council chambers very hap- 
py. Ashadow may have been 
cast over his Christmas as 
council turned down his 
proposal for a retail hard- 
ware store and lumber yard 
on the Mohawk property on 
the St. Albert Trail. 

MPC had dealt with the 
application twice, December 
14 and 16 (see other MPC 
story in this week’s Gazette), 
but December 16 George 
Newman felt he had been left 
out of the decision making 
process on the future of his 
business proposal. 

In fact he swung in heavy 
right at the start of last 
Monday night’s council 
meeting, in the time slot 
usually set aside for dele- 
gations and deputations. 

Mr. Newman pointed out 
that he should have been 
invited to that December 16 
meeting. He said he would 
have liked to see his pro- 
posal, as it had been 
approved or rejected, and 
““‘by whom.”’ 

A crestfallen Councillor 
Barry Breadner told Mr. 
Newman that there had been 
an open (MPC) meeting 
December 16 and that the 
failure to notify Mr. Newman 
about that meeting ‘‘had 
been an oversight on my 
part.’’ 

Mayor Dick Plain came to 
the rescue with ‘‘I don’t 
think your case suffered 
because of your not being 
present ... you may even 
hear a portion of it tonight.”’ 


NARROWLY CARRIED 


More council members got 
their teeth into whether or 
not the lumber business 
should come into St. Albert 
on the Mohawk site. 

‘*I don’t see any harm in 
putting it there,’’ said 
Councillor Rod Throndson. 
Councillor Frank Lukay did, 
mainly because of the traffic 
problems it might cause. 


Councillor Margaret Smith 
almost leaned towards the 
proposal, for she recalled her 
own family had been invol- 
ved in the lumber business. 

She said she’d like to see 
another lumber yard, though 
she was not convinced that it 
was in the right place. 

If ever there was a median 
(at the point where the 
development was proposed), 
Councillor Myrna Fyfe saw 
extenuating circumstances. 
She didn’t think it would 
cause ‘‘added problems’’ 
and with the increased re- 
venue the business would 
bring the town, she ‘‘hated 
to be choosy.”’ 


It looked as though Mr. 
Newman might get his 
business proposal through 
until Councillor Gary Wetsch 
threw in the trump card. 

Perhaps Councillor Wet- 
sch had a valid point when he 
emphasized that in appro- 
ving the lumber yard, council 
would be going against its 
own designations for the Ball 
Estate. 

“We create a direction and 
then we are asked to go 
against it ... we must support 
the motion to give credence 
to the Ball Estate Design 
Brief,’’ he pointed out.

Positions harden on 


sewer line dispute 


Positions on either side of 
the St. Albert sewer line 
dispute appeared to have 
hardened following a joint 
meeting of MD Sturgeon and 
St. Albert representatives 
Monday afternoon. Mayor 
Art Stapleton and Councillor 
McRae of Morinville atten- 
ded as observers. 

Both the MD of Sturgeon 
and the Town of Morinville 
are looking at several al- 
ternatives to using the 5t. 
Albert line, Reeve Bill Flynn 
told the Gazette Tuesday. 

Reeve Flynn also cannot 
accept St. Albert’s demand 
for control of development 
for five miles around the 
town’s boundary, including 
the new boundary lines after 
expected annexation. Much 
of this area would be in the 
MD Sturgeon jurisdiction, 
where MD council is in 
control. 

Mayor Plain says he could 
not agree to Sturgeon de- 
mands for what he termed 
‘inimical developments,’’ 
(country residential or in- 
dustrial parks within five 


miles of St. Albert’s bor- 
ders). 

The question posed in the 
mind of this reporter is what 
about Edmonton? If the City 
of Edmonton were to get 
control of development for 
five miles around its boun- 
daries, it would be in control 
of St. Albert. Would Mayor 
Plain accept that? 

The MD took the position 
that the sewer line was 
originally to come under an 
agreement made with St. 
Albert Town Council prior to 
1975, but the new mayor and 
some of his council don’t 
want to recognize that there 
ever was an agreement. ‘‘We 
want to formalize the pre- 
vious agreement,’’ said Ree- 
ve Flynn, ‘‘tidy up the details 
and go ahead on a regional 
line basis.”’ 

Mayor Dick Plain says the 
St. Albert line is structured 
‘in a reasonable manner,”’ 
and added that if the MD of 
Sturgeon wishes to sign an 
agreement, ‘‘please do.’’

When I first came out to 
Canada from England six 
years ago, 1 knew there 
would be times when I would 
miss Mom and Dad, and my 
brothers and sisters. 

And 1 knew that this 
feeling of separation across 
the miles would be felt more 
strongly at Christmas, a time 
when everyone likes to be 
beside the family hearth. 

What I did not know was 
that one of those Canadian 
Christmases would be spent 
completely alone, in a small 
duplex nestling on the banks 
of northern Alberta’s mighty 
Peace River, with the temp- 
erature outside a typical 40 
below. 

That Christmas of 1971, 
my second in Canada, was 
spent pacing across the floor, 
wondering what was the 
purpose of having to be in 
solitude on the merriest day 
of the year, when everyone 
else was having a good time. 

I did not attach any great 
significance to the fact the 
only Christmas in my life I'd 
spent alone, without human 
company, had been in 
Canada. I was too interested 
in picking out what would be 
the most exciting TV pro- 
gram to watch as the day 
quickly darkened into Ch- 
ristmas night, signalling the 
demise of millions of turkeys. 

A kindly lady from Grande 
Prairie, Pat Cepela, who 
worked on the city’s daily, 
the Herald Tribune, must 
have sensed I was going to 
spend Christmas alone. For 
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Christmas alone in the mighty Peace 


in early December she pro- 
vided me with a little 
package which contained a 
piece of Christmas cake and 
some cookies. 

My best friends in Peace 
River would not have wanted 
me to spend Christmas 
alone; so there were no hard 
feelings on Boxing Day. 
Rather I had the feeling they 
did not invite me round to 
turkey dinner on Christmas 
Day because they wanted to 
protect me from some 
*‘dragonish relatives.’’ 


FIRST CHRISTMAS IN 
SASKATCHEWAN 


The best Christmas | spent 
in Canada was undoubtedly 
in Saskatchewan. 

There, the country people 
of Dinsmore, Rosetown and 
Conquest, and particularly 
the little hamlet of Anerley 
where I spent my first 
Canadian Christmas, seemed 
to epitomize the generosity, 
warmth and hospitality whi- 
ch flow easily from many 
Canadians. 

They seemed closer to the 
realities of what Canada is all 
about, vast white distances 
in winter, cut and carved 
with a biting wind, which 
send you scurrying inside for 
smaller horizons. 

How I came to spend that 
first Christmas of 1970 in 
Anerley, which is difficult to 
locate on even the best maps 
of Western Canada, is quite 
easily explained. 

1 was teaching at Peace 
River High School, up to 
English 30, and a teacher 
from Berwyn High School 
asked me to go home with 
her and a friend for Christ- 
mas. 

Naturally, | jumped at the 
chance to see more of 
Canada, and have a change 
of scene from the towering 
walls of the Peace River 
valley, sketched in as they 
were with black, charcoal like 
etchings of fir trees. 

I will never forget the last 
20 minutes of the drive to 
Anerley from Peace River. 
The landscape was uncannily 
desolate, reminiscent of th- 
ose First World War scenes 
of the Somme battlefields; 
the snow barely able to stay 
on the chocolate brown gr- 
ound, whipped away as it 
was by the uncompromising 
prairie wind. 

Then the road dipped into 
a large valley or coulee, 
seemingly decorated with 
Christmassy sprigs of bush, 
which sheltered a few jack- 
rabbits and chickens; some 
of which fell victim to my 410 
shot gun. 

There was a rail spur into

Anerley, which ran up 
alongside several grain ele- 
vators, giving hospitality to a 
few sparrows as they eked 
out an existence in the harsh 
winter. 

Christmas Day was spent 
visiting, and it was good fun 
driving across those rural 
roads, visibility being sudd- 
enly cut to zero as the wind 
blasted snow in the truck's 
path. 

Memories of Anerley are 
of an old Welshman, 40 years 
in Canada, telling stories of 
real hardship as farmers 
battled prairie droughts; or 
batallions of the army worm 
which devastated crops in 
the Depression years; of 
strapping skis on to my feet 
for the first time, albeit on a 
fairly tame piece of ground, 
then fouling up on the 
railroad tracks, with my ski- 
steering ability at the infan- 
tile level. 

Then of a Boxing Day hunt 
for jack-rabbits in the coulee, 
feeling more than a twinge of 
conscience at springing up, 
then killing three, with con- 
secutive shots, after a quick 
reload of the shotgun. 

Finally, there was the 
memory of eating the Nor- 
wegian equivalent of crepe 
suzette, which went by the 
name of something sounding 
like ‘‘lefsa’’; for there was 
Norse blood on one side of 
the family I stayed with. 

I will never forget that 
Anerley Christmas; some- 
how it conveyed to me that 
‘although Canada was a 
frighteningly vast place, that 
void was more than made up 
for by the warm heartedness 
of the prairie people. of 
Western Canada. 


CHRISTMAS NORTH OF 60 


Christmas 1972, the third 
on the trot away from the 
folks at home, was spent in 
the epic moon landscape of 
Yellowknife in the Northwest 
Territories. There in the 
dead of winter, where only a 
few straggly specimens of fir 
trees cling to the rocks of the 
Canadian Shield, | spent 
Christmas Eve in a lowly but 
cosy shack on Peace River 
flats, on the frozen North 
Arm of Great Slave Lake. 

On Christmas Day itself, 
Senior man Vai Wake, of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Co- 
mpany in Yellowknife asked 
me down to Christmas dinner 
with his wife and family. 

We had struck up a 
friendship while I had been 
employed as a staff reporter 
at the ‘‘News of the North,”’ 
a weekly newspaper with the 
whole Northwest Territories 
as its beat. 


That Christmas was some- 
thing of an anti-climax; all 
the newsmen in Yellowknife, 
and not just Yellowknife, but 
all across Europe, Canada 
and America were coming 
down from the emotional 
high of being involved in the 
search for lost Gateway 
Aviation pilot Marten Hart- 
well, two eskimos, and 
British nurse Judy Hill. More 
could be said about that, but 
I'm restricting myself to 
writing about Christmas 


Days in Canada. 
DRAMATIC CHANGE 


Since what could be called 
those halcyon days of my 
first few years in Canada, 
there were dramatic in- 
fluences which determined 
where the Christmas Days of 
1973, 74 and 75 should be 
spent. First off, my twin 
sister was only five weeks 
from death, Christmas Day 


1973, so it was natural that | 
should spend that Christmas 
in England. 

Where I would spend the 
next two was anybody's 
guess, but Providence det- 
ermined that they should be 
spent in St. Albert, with ‘‘my 
bosses’’ at the St. Albert 
Gazette, and also with the 
first Canadian who ever 
befriended me, Max Ed- 
wards (and family), Pigeon 
Lake, Alberta.

That go 
ahead is subject to a host of 
conditions which the de- 
veloper will have to sort out 
with the town administra- 
tion. 


GRANDIN SHOPPERS 
PARK EXPANSION 
TURNED DOWN 


Then came bad news for 
Grandin Shopper’s Mall Li- 
mited. 

Their plans to expand the 
shopping centre on Sir 
Winston Churchill Avenue 
was turned down because 
council could not see itself 
selling four acres of parkland 
to the developer. That 
parkland is located at the 
back of the Mall. The motion 
to turn down the expansion 
proposal was turned down 
unanimously by council. 


Councillor Rod Throndson 
said he could sympathize 
with the developers, but he 
had to give the ‘‘thumbs 
down’’ on the proposal. 


NO RESIDENTIAL 
DEVELOPMENT NEAR 
HIGHWAY TWO 


Council was also adamant 
that there should be no 
residential development on 
lands immediately north of 
McKenney Avenue and west 
of Highway Two. 

Mayor Dick Plain said he 
never wanted to see what 
had happened in Sturgeon 
‘‘happen again in the com- 
munity.”’ 

He was against ‘‘just 
putting houses smack up 
against Highway Two,’’ and 
he did not want to leave 
people exposed to trucks and 
traffic. The area referred to, 
Mayor Plain termed as 
‘‘what might be the world’s 
greatest berm.”’ 

A motion that ‘‘residential 
land uses not be permitted 
on that portion of the 
Cunningham Ridge site (i.e. 
west of Highway 2 and north 
of McKenney Avenue) loca- 
ted adjacent to Highway 2” 
was carried by council.

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tion an ‘‘insult’’ and said 
that it demonstrated the 
town’s lack of faith in the 
board. 

In addition the agreement 
calls for the board to pay for 
‘*all legal costs, fees, ex- 
penses and disbursements’’ 
incurred in drafting the 
agreement in contention, as 
well as $100 ‘‘to partially 
offset the increased admini- 
strative and engineering fees 
incurred by the town."’ 


LOCAL IMPROVEMENTS 
REQUIRED 


The town’s requirement 
that the board make local 
improvements also drew 
comment. Mr. Webber cited 
a clause that would make the 
board responsible for ‘‘all 
traffic signs and traffic 
controls devices as may be 
required by the town’’ and 
questioned the board's fin- 
ancial responsibility for traf- 
fic lights. Mr. Webber also 
referred to landscaping spe- 
cifications, saying that while 
he ‘‘could understand the 
town’s aesthetic concerns 
with the facility’s appear- 
ance”’ he did not think ‘that 
one elected body should be 
answerable to another in this 
manner.”’ 

Mr. Webber also termed 
the town’s requirement that 
the board maintain the local 
improvements for a year 
after they have been turned 
over to the town a ‘‘radical 
departure.”’ 

The joint meeting produc- 
ed no concrete plan of action 
by either board. The agree- 
ment is slated for discussion

As far as the long suffering St. Albert taxpayer is concerned 
the latest brain wave by Town Council to impose 
considerable new construction costs on school boards can 
only lead to higher taxation. The town’s requirements under 
new development agreements will force the Boards into 
unprecedented areas of expense. 


The policy of the Provincial Government on holding budget 
increases to 10 percent has been announced, and under the 
existing formula there is no provincial assistance for the new 
local improvement requirements imposed by the town. So 
local residents and businesses will pick up the tab. 


The development agreement for the Protestant Board’s new 
school in West Grandin is as yet in draft form for 
‘‘discussion.’’ However the bylaw authorizing the town’s 
$8,000 offsite levy received final reading November 15, 
under which this particular charge must be paid before a 
building permit is issued for the six-core elementary school 
at Grenfell and Gatewood. 


The discussion will deal with the more important matters of 
local improvement costs and town control of school board 
building projects. The 22-page monstrosity of regulations, 
written in typically confusing legalese reached the school a 
week ago, with no prior indication of the town’s intent to 
impose either the offsite charges for water and sewer or the 
local improvement levies on a badly needed school that can 
ill afford any delay in development. 


Nice timing to put the school board over a barrel. Since the 
draft agreement is marked in four places ‘‘for discussion 
only’’ - and since the concept of a municipal government 
treating another elected body like a commercial developer is 
something heretofore unheard of - then it is only fair and 
reasonable that the West Grandin school already planned by 
the Board should go ahead with a brand new town 
development agreement. 


Then the two school boards in St. Albert would have a just 
and adequate amount of time to go over the lengthy draft 
agreement clause by clause, and make such re- 
commendations as they consider necessary and desireable 
from their points of view. 


The offsite levy of $8,000 is not the major concern. Local 
improvement requirements would force school boards into 
building concrete sidewalks, paved parking areas, traffic 
signs, traffic lights if the town so decided, street and area 
lighting and landscaping as decided upon by the town. And 
all of these improvements, plus others not specified here, 
must conform to standards set by the town. 


In addition the board must maintain such improvements for 
one year after completion, despite the situation where the 
local improvements become town property on completion. 


The cost implications here are extremely serious, and so are 
the town control provisions in the agreement. There is just 
no way that West Grandin School should be held up until 
those costs are pinned down and the two St. Albert school 
boards can assess their position. 


We respectfully submit also that if ANY other jurisdiction 
moved in on the Town Council with such an arbitrary list of 
demands as the town is putting on elected trustees the 
screams of the mayor would be heard across the land and to 
high heaven itself. 


Even if it means double shifting Ronald Harvey school, or 
busing kids to Edmenton classrooms for one year, the 
trustees should not give in to this unfair pressure in the case 
of the West Grandin school. 


In the longer run the added costs of such improvements 
could well prove unaffordable for every school building 
project. Another alternative for the trustees would be to 
resign and let the town take over completely. 


None of the provisions in the agreement will in any way 
contribute to the education opportunities offered St. Albert 
students.

NEW YEAR MESSAGE 


It gives me great pleasure on behalf of the Council to 
extend best wishes for the New Year to all residents of St. 
Albert. I trust that all of the community will be successful in 
carrying out their endeavours in the New Year. 

It is customary to set out certain of the major challenges 
which the City of St. Albert will face in the New Year. 


ADOPTION OF A GENERAL PLAN 


The Council, the City Planners and its consultants have 
expended substantial amount of time and resources in 
preparing a general plan that will be used to guide the 
manner and way that St. Albert will be developed over the 
next five years. Summaries of the general plan along with 
the hundreds of pages of background documents that have 
been produced during the course of preparing this plan will 
be made available to citizens relatively early in the New 
Year. It is hoped that everyone will read these documents or 
at least carefully peruse the synopsis of the drafts of the 
plan which are prepared for public comment and reaction. 
The Council and its staff need widespread input from all 
sectors of the community if they are to ensure that we will 
adopt a document which is truly representative of the 
community’s viewpoint regarding the manner and way we 
wish to see St. Albert develop in the future. 


ANNEXATION PROPOSALS 


The annexation of additional land to the City of St. Albert 
will shape the course of our future destiny. During the 
forthcoming year the following proposals will be considered 
by the Local Authorities Board. 

1. Municipal Annexation - this is the proposal set forth by 
the government of St. Albert to annex additional lands to: 

(1) protect our greenbelt; and 

(2) acquire a 20 year supply of land to improve the 
economic base of the community (light industry 
development). (This proposal was voted on and 
heartily endorsed by the residents). 

11. Private Sector Annexations 

(1) B.A.C.M. Annexation - this is a proposal to annex 
approximately 1900 acres northwest of our present 
city boundaries (approximately 28,000 people could 
be eventually accommodated if this area was 
developed). 

(2) St. Albert Investments - this is a proposal to annex 
approximately 1,700 acres of land northeast of our 
present boundaries (approximately 20,000 people 
could be accommodated in this area). 

One and perhaps both of the private sector annexation 
proposals will be heard by the Local Authorities Board 
before we have completed our general plan. This implies 
that the Council must adopt a position on these matters prior 
to receiving the total input from our citizens regarding their 
planning concerns, This is a serious problem. 

It is suggested that under the circumstances that the 
developers should: 

(1) hold public meetings setting out the impact of these 
proposals on our community; and 

(2) that the Council should consider the feasibility of 


allocating the funds needed to hold a vote on the merits of 
these proposals. 

It is felt that St. Albert must give a very clear indication of 
its views on these major annexation proposals, As matters 
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stand the Local Authorities Board will hear the submissions 
made by all parties and render a decision in writing to the 
Provincial Government. The Cabinet will decide if any or all 
of the annexation requests approved by the Local 
Authorities Board will be deemed to be in the public 
interest. 

The City of St. Albert and the other urban municipalities 
in Alberta are not in agreement with this process inasmuch 
as the local citizens are not given the power to determine 
whether any or all of these lands should be added to their 
community. In my opinion St. Albert’s local government and 
its citizens are best equipped to determine what is in our 
best interests. Therefore, we must carefully appraise these 
proposals and be prepared to set out our position in 
unmistakeable terms to both the Local Authorities Board 
and to the Cabinet. 


TRANSPORTATION REQUIREMENTS 


The local government has developed a transportation 
master plan for St. Albert in co-operation with the 
Government of Alberta, the City of Edmonton and the 
Municipal District of Sturgeon. We received a commitment 
from the Department of Transportation to meet our 1976 
road requirements between Edmonton and St. Albert (170th 
Street to 137th Avenue, 156th Street to 125th Avenue and 
137th Avenue to the St. Albert Trail). Unfortunately, the 
Department of Transportation was not able to undertake this 
work. 

We have received commitments that last year’s work will 
be undertaken this year; however, we have not yet received 
any word regarding the additional construction in the 
corridor that is needed over and beyond these proposals. 
This is of concern; however, we are receiving relatively good 
co-operation from the Department staff and it is hoped that 
this will be reflected in Cabinet level budgetary decision 
making. 

Requests have been prepared and plans have been 
formulated regarding the construction of badly needed 
arterials within the City of St. Albert. We are optimistic that 
the % cost-sharing grants that are now available to us under 
our new city status will enable us to meet these 
requirements, 


INDUSTRIAL PARKS 


St. Albert has finally been able to get the approval for the 
160 acre Campbell Industrial Park through the Edmonton 
Regional Planning Commission. We received substantial 
opposition from the M.D. of Sturgeon and the City of 
Edmonton; however, our planning work was of a high 
calibre and they were unable to prevent us from obtaining 
the permission needed to develop our industrial park. It 1s 
anticipated that we should see development in this area 1n 
the spring or summer of this year. If all goes well we should 
be receiving some welcome tax benefits in 1978. 

In closing, there are a number of major policies which will 
be adopted and operationalized in the forthcoming year. The 
years of hard work and planning will start to ‘‘pay off” in 
1977. It is felt that if we all work together in formulating 
these decisions, we will have laid the cornerstones for 4 
better planned and co-ordinated community.

Muir Drive business people upset 


Muir Drive is a short 
commercial strip on the north 
end of town, off St. Albert 
Trail.

The 
town rented the former 
police premises for the Social 
Services department and the 
parking problem has wor- 
sened. 

To top it off the town is 
presently establishing a most 
unusual precedent by in- 
stalling four private parking 
stalls with electric plug-ins 
for town employees on a 
public thoroughfare. 

‘*Muir Drive is a public 
street and no private parking 


stalls should be tolerated,’’ 
claim the businessmen. 
‘‘Where in Edmonton, or for 
that matter in Alberta, can 
anyone have private parking 
stalls on a public street!’’ 
exclaimed one longtime bus- 
inessman on Muir Drive. 
‘This has got to be ridicu- 
lous,’’ was the consensus of 
a group of Muir Drive 
business people. 

They also foresee many 
problems with the precedent. 
If the town can use public 
streets for private parking,

A defensive ace on the ice, 
Serge Savard scores his 
points in the business world 
and sets his sights on a 
political career, writes Re- 
jean Tremblay in the De- 
cember Reader’s Digest. 

Savard is not your typical 
professional athlete. Influe- 
ntial spokesman for his team, 
the Montreal Canadiens, he 
is, at 30, an experienced 
businessman who never mis- 
ses a chance to talk politics. 
So much so that his team- 
mates call him The Senator. 

“I’m crazy about politics,’’ 
Savard confesses. ‘‘At home 
there were two subjects of 
conversation: sport and, ab- 
- ove all, politics. My father 
(Laurent Savard, owner of a 
creamery) was mayor of the 
village of Landrienne. He 
was chairman of the Abitibi 
County Council and an 
organizer for the Union Na- 
tionale in provincial politics 
and for the Liberals at the 
federal level.’’ 

At 11, Serge went to 
boarding school in Montreal, 
where he spent his weekends 
on the school rink. At 15, he 
caught the eye of a Cana- 
diens scout who placed him 
on the club’s reserve list. He 
moved up quickly through 
minor-hockey ranks to be- 
come captain and star de- 
fenseman of the Junior 
Canadiens. In 1966 he was 
sent to Houston, Tex., to 
play for the Apollos of the 
Central League. After taking 
rookie-of-the-year honors in 
the Central League, Savard 
won a regular spot with the 
Canadiens for the following 
season. The six foot three, 
210-pound defenseman be- 
came one of the best in the 
National Hockey League. His 
brilliant performance in the 
1969 Stanley Cup playoffs 
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Big-time hockey’s “Senator” Savard 


earned him the Conn Smythe 
Trophy. 

Today, Savard plays with 
cool mastery. He moves with 
surprising ease for an athlete 
of his size. Hockey experts 
say he: has an uncanny ability 
to anticipate his opponents’ 
moves and a remarkable feel 
for strategy. In the inter- 
national tournaments staged 
since 1972, he has proven 
himself one of the best 
defensemen in the world. 

After last year’s Stanley 
Cup finals, as teammates 
celebrated in a dressing 
room crammed with repor- 
ters, Savard plunged into the 
national debate over violence 
in hockey: ‘‘This is not only a 
victory for the Canadiens, it 
is a victory for hockey. I hope 
that this era of intimidation 
and violence that is hurting 
our national sport is coming 
to an end. Young people 
have seen that a team can 
play electrifying, fascinating 
hockey and win while still 
behaving like gentlemen.”’ 

Savard believes the entire 
structure of hockey must be 
revamped. He regrets that so 
many juniors have had to 
abandon their studies in 
order to make the major 
leagues. He wishes hockey 
would establish itself at 
university level, as football 
and basketball are establish- 
ed in the United States. 
There, a young athlete can 
aspire to both a degree and a

Savard himself is 
thinking of going into politics 
when his hockey career ends, 
to push for his ideas. ‘'The 
best way to bring about 
fundamental changes in our 
society is to go into politics,’ 
he says. ‘‘In my case, it 
would also be an excellent 
way to repay my fans for 
their support.’’ 

Savard devotes part of his 
time to a nonprofit asso- 
ciation called Les Sieurs de 
Longueuil, which sponsors 
eight minor hockey teams. 
And he is busy with numer- 
ous business intersts, such 
as Canadian Hockey Indus- 
tries, Inc. an interest he 
shares in a hockey-stick 
manufacturer, Les Entre- 
prises Serge Savard, Inc., a 
company that invests all of 
Savard’s fees from television 
and public appearances. He 
celebrated the Canadiens’ 
latest Stanley Cup victory by 
buying a 132-apartment 
complex in Longueuil, Que. 
‘*We are a new generation of 
athletes,’’ says Savard, ‘‘a 
generation of people able to 
run businesses, and to state 
our case clearly. We will not 
be content to become ‘former 
idols’ with no future.’’ 

‘*Who knows?’’, writes 
Tremblay, ‘‘‘Senator’ Savard 
may one day be in the big 
league of politics.’’

Farmer 
Grimes 
lost 


$50,000 
to litter 


Dairy farmer Edgar Gri- 
mes has spent $43,000 of his 
own money to finance anti- 
litter efforts in Oregon. 
Grimes has been involved 
with young people and litter- 
pickups since 1970. 

In 1964, Grimes lost 
$50,000 worth of dairy cows 
that died because of internal 
bleeding caused by bits of 
broken glass in their hay. 
Motorists would throw glass 
bottles into Grimes’ fields. 
When the hay was baled so 
was the glass and the cows 
died after eating it. 

A member of Keep Oregon 
Green, Grimes has con- 
ducted a one-man, six year 
crusade against littering. In 
1969 the Oregon State legis- 
lature stiffened penalties by 
raising littering fines from 
$11 to $500 or 500 hours of 
labor by picking roadside 
litter. 

To support Keep Oregon 
Green, Grimes has sold cows 
valued at $43,000. He has 
also faced up to other 
environmental issues. Gri- 
mes used to burn the stubble 
off his fields after harvest but 
smoke pollutes the air, so 
Grimes has switched to 
baling the stuff.

Sturgeon schools 
fight classroom shortage 


Significant increases in 
student enrollment in the 
Sturgeon School Division No. 
24 this year have caused a 
shortage of classroom space 
in the division. 

This shortage is being 
immediately rectified by the 
school division, as it plans to 
right the situation for the 
next school year, beginning 
fall 1977. 

One of the main reasons 
for the increase in enroll- 
ment, superintendent of the 
division Frank Robinson 
points out, is the growth of 
the Evergreen mobile home 
park. 

By the end of January 
1977, with 300 more mobile 
home spots opening in the 
park, the park will hold about 
800 homes. 

This in turn means that if 
you average out each home 
with three residents, the 
population of the mobile 
home park is greater than 
Morinville’s. 

Morinville’s present pop- 
ulation is put at about 2,000 
and it is the biggest centre in 
Sturgeon after St. Albert. 
With the growth of the 
Evergreen mobile home

park, Morinville’s claim to 
fame may be dimished. 

Mr. Robinson says that 
both the Bon Accord and 
Horse Hill schools have been 
operating at over 100 percent 
capacity, quoting a 105 
percent figure for the Horse 
Hill school. 

Following the issuing of a 
statement of need to the 
School Buildings Branch, the 
Horse Hill school, which 
caters for 500 grades 1 - 9 
students and 52 kindergar- 
ten, will get four more 
permanent classrooms and 
four more portable class- 
rooms. A small secondary 
gym may be built on to the 
school and a bylaw may be 
advertised in early January 
for the new facilities. 

Mr. Robinson says the 
board has just approved a 
$229,668 tender for a four 
room addition to the Bon 
Accord school. That contract 
went to the lowest tender 
from Vanderspoel Construc- 
tion Ltd., but it still needs 
ministerial approval. 

With approval, the Bon 
Accord addition could open 
next fall.

Although this is very much in the future, according to MD 
Councillor Lawrence Kluthe access to the north and east of 
the industrial park may be further improved - if a new 
bridge is built downstream of Fort Saskatchewan. That 
would put the subdivision on a major freeway. 


There is no doubt, as you look at promotional literature 
about the Sturgeon Industrial estate, that it is extremely 
strategically located, within minutes of Edmonton and 
within view of Fort Saskatchewan. 


The first stage of the project is 320 acres with the first area 
to be served consisting of 80 acres. The streets have been 
stripped and underground work is in progress.

Mr. Robinson told the 
Gazette the contractor for the 
new high school (Bird Con- 
struction) estimates that 
work on the building is one 
week ahead of schedule. The 
school is due to open next 
fall. 

Walls on the central 
portion of the school are 
nearing completion as well as 
reinforced concrete beam 
ceilings. 


SALARY NEGOTIATIONS 


The Sturgeon School 
Board has had two meetings 
with the 138 teachers in the 
division to strike the scale for 
1977 salaries. 

Sturgeon teachers receiv- 
ed an eight percent pay hike 
last year under anti-inflation 
board guidelines. 

But Mr. Robinson points 
out that there is unlikely to 
be any settlement of this 
coming year’s contract, ‘‘till 
the Minister of Education 
makes an announcement on 
the school foundation and 
other grants.” 

‘*Then the board will know 
its revenue expectations,”’ 
Mr. Robinson added. 

Announcements on 1977 
grants to the school are likely 
in mid-January. 


TUITION FEES 


The Sturgeon School Di- 
vision has reached an agree- 
ment with the St. Albert 
Separate School District No. 
3 on tuition fee rates for 
1976-77. This provides for an 
11 percent increase over 
1975-1976 rates when they 
were $145.00.

Native agreement 


under James Bay project

I would like to bring to 
your attention a piece of 
legislation which is presently 
being debated in the House 
of Commons. If it is given 
parliamentary approval, the 
Bill will ratify certain agree- 
ments between the Inuit and 
Cree of Quebec, Hydro 
Quebec, the James Bay 
Corporation, the provincial 
government of Quebec and 
the federal government. The 
agreements represent some 
of the largest settlements of 
native land claims in Cana- 
dian history. In addition, 
passage of the Bill will 
signify the final ‘go-ahead’ 
for the James Bay Project, a 
massive scale hydro-electric 
development scheme which 
calls for the damming of six 
rivers at the southern end of 
James Bay. 

In 1971, Robert Bourassa 
announced the plans for the 
James Bay -Power Project. 
Through the exploitation of 
the hydro-electric potential 
of Northern Quebec, a 
100,000 new jobs were to be 
created and a vital new 
source of energy was to be 
developed. 

The dimensions of the 
project are vast and its 


environmental and social 
consequences for the native 
people of Quebec are enor- 
mous. Implementation of the 
project requires the flooding 
of some of the land presently 
inhabited by the Cree and 
Inuit. With their homelands 
destroyed, these native Can- 
adians will be forced to 
resettle in other areas. The 
disruption of a centuries old 
life-style cannot help but 
weaken the cultural heritage 
of these people. The loss of 
wildlife due to the flooding of 
extensive tracts of land, the 
creation of huge stagnant 
swamps and the usual up- 
heaval caused by the inva- 
sion of men and machines 
into unspoiled territory are 
only some of these costs. 
Upon learning of the plans 
for the James Bay project, 
the Inuit and Cree took 
immediate steps to try to 
prevent the destruction of 
their native homeland. They 
fought a long legal battle to 
halt the project. They mana- 
ged to secure a temporary 
injunction but the courts 
finally decided that the 
project could continue. The 
next step was to secure the 
best possible settlement of 
native land claims. Forced to 
travel hundreds of miles, to 


operate in a strange environ- 
ment and to confront the 
highly paid legal counsel 
acting on behalf of Hydro 
Quebec and the provincial 
government, the native ne- 
gotiators were at a dis- 
advantage. 

The end result of the 
negotiations was a final 
agreement signed on Nov- 
ember 11, 1975. Under the 
terms of this agreement, the 
6,000 Cree and 4,000 Inuit in 
the area surrender all claims, 
whatever they may be, in and 
to the land in the Territory of 
Quebec. In return, the Cree 
receive 2,095 square miles of 
land in outright ownership, 
exclusive hunting, fishing 
and trapping rights to 
another 25,000 square miles 
and 135 million dollars over 
10 years. They are also 
granted the right to set up 
their own school board and 
municipal governments. In 
turn, the Inuit are to receive 
90 million dollars over 10 
years, ownership of 3,250 
square miles of land below 
the SSth parallel and hunt- 
ing, fishing and trapping 
rights over another 35,000 
square miles. In addition, 
they are granted the right to 
establish some form of 
regional government. 


Trustee Hole faced with 
complexities of annexation 


New Sturgeon School Div- 
ision No. 24 representative 
Lois Hole received a fairly 
fiery baptism at the regular 
meeting of the MD of 
Sturgeon last week. 

She was thrown straight 
into the issue of how the 
Division will be affected by 
St. Albert’s proposal to 
annex about 10,000 acres of 
land beyond its boundaries 
next year. 

Mrs. Hole takes over from 
John McDonnell the former 
Sturgeon School Division re- 
presentative to the MD 
council. 

Specifically, the division 
will likely be most affected 
by the BACM 1905S acre 
annexation to St. Albert’s 
west which will take in the 
Sturgeon Heights School. 

St. Albert also has annex- 
ation proposals for 6,100 
acres of land to its north and 
east and wants to annex 
another 1500 acres to its 
south. 

Councillor Lawrence Klu- 
the told the Sturgeon school 
trustee (the annexation) was 
more serious for the school 
division than for the MD, 
which is likely to separate a

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substantial portion of the 
division’s assessment. 

**We’re very concerned 
about a thing like this,’’ said 
Mrs. Hole, adding that the 
school division would get on 
with it right away. 

It seems there is no doubt 
as to where the MD of 
Sturgeon stands regarding 
the annexation proposals - it 
will be officially opposing 
them. 

Councillor Kluthe was 
wanting to find out if the 
school division had made 
known its position officially 
on the annexation question. 


A meeting is to be held in 
St. Albert, February 8th next 
year on St. Albert’s proposal 
for the south annexation of 
1,500 acres. 

Secretary-treasurer of the 
MD Alphonse Nobert, at the 
MD meeting last week, 
pointed out that the three St. 
Albert annexations may 
come at once at the Local 
Authorities Board hearings. 

These would not be dealt 
with before March 31st of 
next year, Mr. Nobert said, 
referring to a conversation 
recently with the chairman of 
the L.A.B.

Morinville council has 

been busying itself recently 
(at the last regular meeting 
of council December 14) with 
plans and projections for the 
town’s growth up to the year 
2,000. 
If the Qualico and Forest 
Glenn Dixie annexations 
proceed from fancy to fact, 
they will swell the Town of 
Morinville from its present 
2,100 population to 20,000. 

With this in mind, Mor- 
inville council at its last 
meeting looked at a concep- 
tual land use plan prepared 
by Edmonton firm K. C.

wheat sale to Egypt 


The sale of 500,000 metric 
tons (approximately 18.3 
million bushels) of Canadian 
wheat to Egypt was ann- 
ounced December 16 by the 
Canadian Wheat Board. 

The new sale was nego- 
tiated on behalf of the Wheat 
Board by one of its acc- 
redited agents, Continental 
Grain Company (Canada) 
Ltd. The sale was made 
possible by a Government of 


Canada repayment guaran- 
tee which allowed the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board to extend 
credit to Egypt. 

The entire quantity in- 
volved in the sale will be 
shipped from the Port of 
Churchill during the 1977 
navigation season. It is the 
first time a _ substantial 
quantity of Canadian wheat 
has been sold to Egypt since 
1970.

Women of Unifarm 


say rural education 


deteoriating 


The quality of education in 
rural Alberta is deteriora- 
ting, and the Women of 
Unifarm have voiced a strong 
request for increased gov- 
ernment funding and better 
basic education. 

In its annual submission to 
the provincial cabinet the 
farm women’s group attri- 
buted this to reduced grants 
due to lower student popu- 
lation and inflated costs, 


These factors have caused 


staff and program cutbacks, 
undermining the quality of 
rural education. 

Funding was one of the 
group’s main concerns, as 
they asked for an increase in 
the cost per pupil grants or 
an amendment to the fund- 
ing formula which would not 
be linked with pressure to 
centralize. 

The group also requested 
an upward revision of supp- 
ort levels on construction 
costs, and an amended

formula for funding school 
busing. 


Also in the area of finance, 
the Unifarm group added. its 
voice to others such as the 
Alberta School Trustees As- 
sociation, who have reques- 
ted that the provision of 
grants be revised in their 
timing. Under the present 
system have to borrow 
money during certain periods 
and have complained of the 
burden of interest payments 
on loans necessary between 
grants. 


REDUCE ‘‘FRILLS”’ 


The submission also fo- 
cused on the quality of rural 
education saying there is 
over-emphasis on ‘‘frills’’ 
while basic skills were un- 
derplayed. It was felt a 
pupil-teacher ratio should 
not exceed 18 to one for 
quality education, It was 
suggested that the inclusion 
of non-teaching personnel in 
the staff-pupil ratio was 
misleading and that such 
staff members should be 
excluded from the formula. 

Increased training of tea- 
chers for children with learn- 
ing disabilities was addi- 
tionally urged by the Uni- 
farm women, In 1974-75 
there were 5,963 such child- 
ren in Alberta. Mrs. Leda 
Jensen, of Hussar, com- 
mented that if remedial 
attention was made available 
between kindergarten and 
grade three, 70 percent of 
these children would have a 
chance of overcoming their 
problem.

Gibbons Church written by - 
Jim Melntyre, on page 27 -- 
December 8th, 1976. 

There was a very im- 
portant person omitted in the 
story, of the history of that 
church, The man who was 
Minister of that church from 
1912 until his death in 1936 - 
(Rev. Roberts). 

Reverend Roberts built his 
large home at the first site, 
where the church stood at 
Battenburg. 

It was he, who worked so 
continuously, his wife Edith 
helping the people in somany 
helping the people in so 
many ways. 

The Rev. Roberts son Alex 
kept the church in good 
repair, as well as seeing to 


the attractiveness of the gr- 
ounds around the church. 

‘‘The Manse”’ (or home) of 
the Rev. Roberts, was built 
also in the style of a typical 
English Manor House, and 
stood for many years at 
Battenburg. 

The minister’s wife and 
daughter Constance (Connie) 
regularly walked five miles to 
(then five miles back) to 
attend ladies meetings which 
were held at Bon Accord. 
Sometimes in 60 below zero 
weather.

Connie and Mrs. Roberts 
often walked to and from 
Edmonton, a distance in 
those days of 25 miles.

Poinsettia maligned, 


deemed not poisonous 


Popular mythology has 
victimized the poinsettia 
plant, perennial Christmas 
floral gift. The plant has 
been falsely maligned since 
1919 by stories unsubstan- 
tiated by medical and scien- 
tific fact. According to one 
myth, the two year old child 
of an Army officer stationed 
in Hawaii died from eating a 
poinsettia leaf. This led 
people to believe that the 
plant was lethal if ingested 
by humans or pets. 

To absolve the plant of 
these charges, the floral 
industry launched an inten- 
sive investigation of the plant 
to determine if there is any 
foundation to the allegations. 
As a result, Ohio State 


University researcn nas de- 
bunked the ‘‘old wives tales”’ 
about the plant. However, 
more than old wives ‘‘would 
appear to have believed the 
tales. The Canadian Con- 
sumer and Corporate Affairs 
Department issues a leaflet 
which formerly listed the 
poinsettia as a poisonous 
plant, but has removed it 
from its list. However, 
parents are warned that 
children should put only food 
in their mouths as a general 
safety rule. 

The poinsettia is also 
known as the lobster flower, 
Eastern flower, Mexican 
Flame Leaf and Christmas 
flower.

Carols began over 600 years ago 


The word ‘carol’ was first 
used in the 13th century to 
describe songs that cele- 
brated Christ’s birth. From 
the French word carole, it 
originally meant a ring dance 
accompanied by singing, but 
then St. Francis of Assisi 
replaced the worldly lyrics of 
some of the tunes used with 
religious ones and began the 
transformation of the carol 
into a song celebrating 


Christ’s birth. 

Christmas carols soon be- 
came very popular all over 
Europe, particularly in Eng- 
land. The earliest English 
carols were songs about the 
Nativity, the Incarnation and 
the Annunciation. Later, 
carols began telling stories of 
the shepherds and Three 
Wise Men. 

During the time the Puri- 
tans were in power in 


England, the singing of 
Christmas carols was dis- 
couraged because they were 
considered too joyful for such 
a solemn occasion as Christ’s 
birth. But as soon as the 
monarchy was restored, car- 
ols returned as one of the 
best loved features of Christ- 


mas. 

The Puritans who came to 
America continued their ban 
on carols. But colonists from 


other countries brought their 
traditional carols and spread 
them throughout the New 
World. 

Later English colonists 
brought English carols to 
North America and also ini- 
tiated the custom of caroling 
in the streets. This custom is 
still very much with us and 
has developed into an oppor- 
tunity to aid the needy 
during the holiday season. 


CSA advises precaution with trees 


Cheerful lights of Christ- 
mas bring a special warmth 
to the holiday season - but 
each year tragedy strikes 
somewhere through electri- 
cal fires or other elements. 
The main reason is either 
worn or defective equipment 
or sheer carlessness. 

Christmas lights and elec- 
trically-lit decorations are 
tested and certified by CSA 
for safety. However, people 
often forget the most basic 
rules when handling elec- 
trical equipment. Fire safety 
precautions should head the 
list of every sensible family’s 
precautions for Christmas. 
There is no place like home 
for the holidays - there is also 
no place like home for 
Christmas fire hazards, The 
main thing is to exercise 
special care in all your 
Christmas preparations and 
activities. 

The CSA advises that 
there are three steps to safe 
enjoyment of a natural tree: 
(1) Don’t purchase a tree that 
has dried out. Test twigs and 
needles to see if they are not 
brittle; (2) Store tree out- 
doors until used. If stored 
indoors, re-cut butt and keep 
immersed in water; (3) When 
tree is erected, re-cut butt 
diagonally, stand tree in 
water and maintain water 
supply. 

Never decorate a tree with 
candles. Use of fire-retardent 


chemical spray on your tree 
is no substitute for butt 
immersion, and is not re- 
commended. Do not allow 
the tree to block access to 
doors or windows in the 
event of fire. 

Some plastic trees are 
flammable, other artificial 
trees are fireproof. 

Set up tree away from 
drapes and from heat sources 
such as fireplaces, TV sets or 
radiators. Use only CSA 
Certified lighting sets and 
only non-flammable decora- 
tions. Remove tree from the 
house as soon as possible 
after the Christmas cele- 
brations. 

SWITCH OFF THE TREE 
LIGHTS AT BEDTIME OR 
WHEN LEAVING THE 
HOUSE. 

Declare the tree a no- 
smoking area and keep 
matches out of the hands of 
children. Do not allow cotton 
batten, discarded gift wrap- 
pings, or other combustible 
material under the tree.

CONDUCTORS OF ELEC- 
TRICITY, AND SHOULD 
NOT BE DECORATED WI- 
TH STRINGS OF LIGHTS, 


BUT ILLUMINATED WITH.

Make sure the house is 
adequately wired and that 
electrical loads applied do 
not exceed ampere ratings 
marked on CSA labels on 


extension cords. Don’t over- 
load circuits.

The decision 
to make this year a safe one 
rests with each individual. 


Exchanging gifts 


began with Wise Men 


The example of the Three 
Wise Men, with their gifts of 
gold, frankincense and myr- 
th, inspired the custom of 
exchanging gifts. But, like so 
many other Christmas tra- 
ditions, gift giving didn’t 
become a widespread prac- 
tice until the Middle Ages, 
and even now different 
countries have different pra- 
ctices. 

In Spain, gifts are ex- 
changed on January 6 (Epi- 
phany), the date the Wise 
Men came to worship the 
Christ Child. Children put 
out their shoes, filled with 
straw, on Epiphany Eve. It is 
said that the Wise Men, 
riding by, use the straw for 
their camels and, in return, 
fill the shoes with gifts and 
candies. 

The custom of exchanging 
gifts in England began 
during the reign of the 
Tudors, in the 15th and 16th 
centuries, when Christmas 
boxes and New Year's gifts 
were given to royalty by their 


subjects. (Queen Elizabeth 1 
relied on Christmas gifts to 
replenish her wardrobe - 
including the ‘irst silk stock- 
ings made in Europe). 

In Germany, gifts are 
brought by the Christkind, a 
child messenger for the 
Infant Jesus. Tradition holds 
that Martin Luther, a con- 
temporary of the Tudors, 
objected to the trend, then 
developing, toward turning 
St. Nicholas, the patron saint 


‘of children, into the more 


commercia! Santa Claus. But 
the word ‘‘Christkind’’ ev- 
olved into Kriss Kringle - a 
name now, ironically, used 
interchangeable with Santa 
Claus. 

In France, it’s customary 
to exchange gifts on New 
Year's Day, a custom that 
some authorities trace to the 
Roman New Year when, both 
before and after the birth of 
Christ, it was customary_to 
exchange gifts of gems, 
silver coins, gold, pastry and 
lamps

“On the Twelfth Day of 
Christmas my true love gave 


to me ...'’ We all know that 
catastrophic gift list. But 
what is the significance of 
the Twelve Days? 

They are, of course, the 
days between Christmas and 
Epiphany when the Three 
Wise Men brought their gifts 
to Jesus. But celebrations at 
this time of the year go back 
to the pagans, who observed 
the same period as a festival 
to mark the winter solstice, 
when the long period of 
increasing darkness comes to 
an end and the days begin to 
grow longer. The early 
Christians saw this time of 
rejoicing as a natural link 
between the two important 
days of Christmas and Epi- 
phany, and in 567 a church 
council declared the whole 
Twelve Days a festal time. 

From then until the 17th 
century it was observed all 
over Europe, particularly in 
England, with feasting, ga- 
mes, pantomines and mas- 
ques. A cycle of church 
feasts fall within the Twelve 
Days, and specific customs 
were observed each day. In 
England, all this extravagant 
celebrating came to an 
abrupt halt in 1644, when the 
puritan parliament outlawed 
it as hiding the real meaning 
of Christmas. The Twelve 
Days never regained their 
popularity after that.

Gift wrap originals are easy and 


shelf paper or the sides of 
paper bags can be made into 
handsome gift wrap for a few 
pennies and some fun time. 
The end product looks like 
hand designed wood cuts and 
yards of it can be turned out 
in a matter of hours, for 
home use or sale at Christ- 
mas bazaars. 

You will need flat pieces 
styrofoam from egg cartons 
or meat trays, small wooden 
blocks 2’’ x 2%4’’ and 2%’’ x 
4’’; white glue, hobby knife 
or single-edge razor blade; 
assortment of tempera paints, 
one or more 1’’ paint 
brushes, Kraft paper or sides 
of brown paper bags; Shelf 
paper. 

To make paper plan simple 
designs, avoiding those re- 
quiring that two colours 
adjoin each other closely. 
Primitive shapes are the 
most appealing for this tech- 
nique. Draw designs on thin 
paper and transfer to styro- 


foam using carbon paper. 
Circles are cut by drawing 
knife or razor blade around 
the lid of a small jar. When 
cutting straight lines a metal 
edged ruler can be used but a 
freehand cut is more app- 
ealing. Glue the cut out 
styrofoam design onto a 
wooden block with white 
glue. 

Cover work surface or 
table with newspaper and 
roll out a yard or more of 
kraft or shelf paper on top 0% 
it, weighing the corners 
Have desired tempera col 
ours mixed and handy in 
jars. Using a 1"’ paint brush, 
apply the paint to the styro- 
foam pieces only. Carefully 
position the design block 
onto the paper and press 
down firmly. Don’t twist or 
move the block while press- 
ing down. To avoid smearing 
the design, lift block in a 
straight-up motion. Use a 
different brush for each

To ‘‘draw’’ a pattern with 
yarn first sketch in the 
design very lightly with 
pencil. ‘‘Draw’’ a thin ribbon 
of white glue over the pencil 
lines and gently tap the yarn 
in place. Allow cards to dry 
overnight or for several 
hours. These can be sent to 
friends, made into book- 
marks or as place cards.

Candleholders for fat Chr- 
istmas candles are some- 
times hard to find.

Christmas cards. Cana- 
dians will exchange millions 
of Christmas cards this year, 
so it’s hard to believe there 
were nq more than a gleam in 
an artist’s eye. 

It all began in 1843, when 
a well-to-do Englishman 
named Sir Henry Cole re- 
alized he wouldn’t have time 
to write his usual Christmas 
letter to friends and rela- 
tives. So he asked an artist, 
John Calcott Horsley, to 
design a card to carry his 
holiday greetings. Horsley 
produced a three-panelled 
card; inthe centre a group 
raised their glasses, and 
below them a banner pro- 
claimed: ‘‘A Merry Christ- 


mas and a Happy New Year 
to You.” The two side panels 
showed scenes of feeding the 
hungry and clothing the 
poor. 

By the 1860's, the practice 
of sending cards at Christ- 
mas had caught on in 
England, and soon it crossed 
the ocean to North America. 
At first, cards had to be 
imported. Then, in 1875, a 
German immigrant named 
Louis Prang began to mass- 
produce cards in his litho- 
graphy shop near Boston, 
making quality cards more 
accessible and earning him 
the mame of ‘‘Father of the 
American Christmas card.”’

Allhallows and Candlemus - 
to burn candles in windows 
for the purpose of illum- 
inating the streets. Various 
means were devised to keep 
flames from being extin- 
guished by drafts of air. 
Pieces of horn and glass 
chimneys - later called 
‘hurricane’ globes - were 
used to keep candles aglow. 

Today’s hurricane candles 
are more a candle within a 
candle. The globes are made 
of wax and when a small 
candle is burned inside this 
wax shell, the light gleams 
through magnificently. 

So that you can make your 
own beautiful globes of wax, 
hobby shops offer special 
large diameter molds de- 
signed expressly for this type 
of candle. Large milk cartons 
can also serve the purpose 
but the wax surface will not 
be as glossy as it is when a 
metal mold is used. 

You will need: wax, candle 
colouring or crayons, Hurri- 
cane mold or half-gallon milk 
carton, pan or large can for 
melting pot, cookie cutter or 
three-inch tin can, kitchen 
knife. 

How to do it: Cover your 
work area with newspaper. 
Set molds on the paper, 
ready for use. If you are 
using a milk carton, cut it 
down to about a seven inch 
height and be sure it is dry 
inside. 

Break or cut wax into small 
chunks and place them in 
the melting pot over med- 
ium-high heat. Caution - DO 
NOT LEAVE MELTING 
WAX UNATTENDED. 


UNATTENDED 


After wax has melted, add 
candle colouring or shave 
some crayon into the wax and 
allow this to melt and blend 
with the wax. It is difficult to 
judge the colour a finished 
candle will be by the shade of 
the wax when it is hot. 
Because there is little density 
to hurricane candles, the 
colour of the hot wax should 
appear somewhat darker 
than you wish the completed 
candle to be. Pastel colours 
are best for this particular 
kind of candle. 

If you use a candy ther- 
mometer, the wax should be 
melted to 150 to 170 degrees. 
When no thermometer is 
used, heat wax just to the 
melting point - not beyond - 
and remove melting pot from 
burner. If a milk carton is 
used as a mold, allow wax to 
cool a bit before it is poured. 

Pour melted wax into the 
mold to within a quarter of an 
inch from the mold top. 
Allow candle to cool. 

As the candle cools, a film 
of hardened wax will appear 
on the top of the mold. When 
this film is about one-eighth 
inch thick, the sides of the 
candle will be one-quarter 
inch in thickness. At this 
point, insert a knife into the 
wax film and cut one-quarter 
inch away from the sides of 
the mold so that the film on 
the top of the candle can be 
removed. 

Pour the hot, liquid wax 
that remains in the centre of 
the mold back into the 
melting pot. Your mold will 
now contain a shell. While 
this shell is still warm, with a 
cookie cutter or tin can, press 
the impression of a circle in 
the centre of the bottom of 
the candle. 

Let the candle cool for 
several hours or, to speed the 
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process, place it in the 
refrigerator. When the wax 
is good and hard, the candle 
can be taken out of the mold. 
To do this, run the point of a 
knife blade, between the 
candle and the mold, all 
around the top edge of the 
candle. Now, insert mold 
and, holding it a few inches 
above the work table, bring 
mold down - firmly but 
gently - so that the impact 
will release the candle from 
the mold. In the case of the 
mild carton mold, paper can 
be torn off and exterior wax 
can be cleaned with water. 

With a sharp knife, cut 
around the circle in the 
bottom of the candle until the 
wax disc drops out, leaving a 
hole about two and a half 
inches in diameter. This hole 
makes it possible to light a 
votive candle - seafood sauce 
cups make pefect votive 
candleholders - and then 
place the wax globe over the 
lighted candle.

Now comes the fun of 
decorating your candles. As 
you can see, there are 
possibilities galore - braid, 
hand-painted designs, se- 
quins, card cut-outs, decals 
and, the most fun of all, 
miniature scenes set in 
simulated snow.

Christmas cactus is known 
botanically as Schlumberg- 
era bridgesi, a complicated 
name for a very uncompli- 
cated plant that requires a 
minimum of care. This pic- 
turesque cactus thrives in a 
semi-sunny or semi-shady 
location at average house 
temperature. It should be 
kept evenly moist and enjoys 
a moderately humid environ- 
ment. You can propogate this 
plant with cuttings. Cultivate 
it in an all-purpose soil mix. 
Cool nights and short days 
induce new buds in the fall. 

Cyclamen, a thick-leaved 
plant of silvery green with 
translucent stems and veins,

produces showy butterfly- 
like blossoms in white and 
shades of pale pink through 
vivid reds, some ruffled and 
variegated, Many people 
discard the cyclamen after its 
blooming season, but you 
may like to keep yours. Place 
the plant in semi-sun, away 
from drafts and keep the soil 
moist at all times, watering it 
from below to keep the 
foliage dry. 

New buds can be en- 
couraged, says this book, by 
applying liquid fertilizer ev- 
ery two or three weeks. 

After the flowers cease to 
come, keep the leaves in 
good growth. This will main-

How to care for 
Poinsettias 


Poinsettias, Christmas 
cactus, cyclamen, and Nor- 
folk pine are the most 
popular plants for Christmas 
giving and indoor decoration 
during the holiday season. 
With the proper care and 
feeding, these plants will live 
on to bloom again and again. 

If you are planning to buy 
Christmas plants, but have 
not yet done so, be sure to 
take a large plastic bag with 
you to the florist or super- 
market so that you can cover 
the plant - and to protect it 
from frostbite - while carry- 
ing it from’ the store to your 
car and your home. Once 
indoors, remove the bag 
carefully in order not to 
damage the bracts, blooms, 
or leaves. Water the plant 
and place it in a location

conducive to its well-being. 
Poinsettia should be set in 
a cool room and kept out of 
drafts. After the initial 
watering, let the soil stay 
nearly dry until spring.

The plant can then be 
re-potted in new soil and the 
canes cut back to approx. six 
inches from the pot rim. 
Poinsettias can be grown in a 
sunny interior or a protected 
area outdoors. Pinching out 
encourages more branches, 
and thereby more blooms. 
Bring the plant indoors in 
autumn when nights begin to 
cool and keep it in absolute 
darkness from sundown to 
sun-up to ensure blooms in 
yet another holiday season.

No matter how you slice it, 
there always will be a sound 
argument for skiing Alberta, 
and the Canadian Rockies in 
particular, | 
If it’s big-mountain coun- 
try you’re looking for, where 
you'll find adventure and the 
euphoria that goes with 
schussing powder and buck- 
ing moguls, go to Banff, 
Jasper, Lake Louise, Sun- 
shine Village, Fortress 
Mountain, or West Castle. 
The town of Banff, a 
national park toufist centre 
of less than 4,000 permanent 
residents, is situated at

the heart of Alberta ski 
country. It hasn’t changed 
much in years but it’s quaint 
charm appeals to the maj- 
ority. Banff is the main 
accommodation base for 
nearby Norquay, Sunshine or 
the 34 miles via the Trans 
Canada Highway to Lake 
Louise. Several hotels, in- 
cluding Chateau Lake Lou- 
ise, are within a mile or so of 
the lifts at Lake Louise,

Norquay is the grandaddy 
of Alberta ski hills and its 
North American run has 
enjoyed lasting game. You 
can run for a mile-and-a-half 
and drop 2,500 vertical feet 
in the process but you need 
wheels to return to the base 
of the double chair if you’re 
interested in a second go. 
Many consider once-around- 
North-American a day’s 
work. 

Equally taxing is the Lone 
Pine, 1,350 feet of non-stop 
moguls and more or less 
straight down. It’s the sort of 
route that was responsible 
for Norquay’s reputation as a 
haven for experts only, but 
that was before less de- 
manding trails were added. 

Like Banff, a full range of 
services exists at Jasper, 180 
miles to the north and west. 
Jasper provides an amiable 
alternative although you may 
find the night life toned 


down, partly because the 
luxurious Jasper Park Lodge 
no longer operates during 
the winter season and partly 
due to the area’s compara- 
tively far-flung location. 

But there’s nothing toned 
down about the skiing pros- 
pects of Marmot Basin, eight 
miles from town. Marmot’s 
long suits include a pair of 
well-stacked day lodges 900 
vertical feet apart, one of the 
longest novice runs in the 
Rockies with a 2,000 vertical, 
and heavy dumps of powder 
snow that occur, it seems, as 
often as the sunrise and as 
regular as clockwork. 

An excess of the fluffy 
stuff lies in a bowl below 
Marmot Peak which, until 
this season, has been acc- 
essible only to those willing 
to provide their own leg 
power. But the National 
Parks Branch has yielded to 
tender for the construction of 
a double chair serving five 
new toughies above the tim- 
berline. 

The Three Faces of Lake 
Louise comprise one of the 
largest downhill develop- 
ments in Canada and one 
which probably rates as 
Alberta’s number one cr- 
owd-pleaser. Yes, it has been 
known to draw crowds, but a 
great deal of pressure has 
been stripped from the 7,000 
foot Olympic double chair 
which affords key access to a 
myriad of trails and satellite 
lifts by the initiation of bus 
service up the five-mile road 
to Temple Lodge. 

Sunshine Village remains 
the only Alberta ski area 
inaccessible to private motor 


car and, as such, is totally 
self-contained in its comfy 
bowl only 500 vertical feet 
below the tree line. 

This is utopia for the 
happy-to-lucky, a fun site 
which, neverthetess, provi- 
des its spine-scraping mom- 
ents if you happen to take a 
turn down the Birdcage, 
Waterfall, Headwall or An- 
gel Face. 

Two lifts lead to Sun- 
shine’s apex on Lookout 
Mountain, the upper termin- 
al of the Great Divide Chair. 
Onaclear day, you can ski 
forever from here. The 
panorama of wide open white 
and towering peaks is vir- 
tually 360 degrees. 

There’s limited accommo- 
dation at Sunshine Lodge but 
anybody who skis Sunshine 
should spend at least a 
couple of nights away from it 
all. There’s entertainment as 
well as unexcelled culinary 
delights for the guests, and 
the lifts are right out the door 
come morning. Otherwise, 
it’s three miles by radio- 
controlled bus down the 
mountain to the public 
parking lot and another 11 
back to Banff where. the 
majority of overnighters will 


be found frolicking. 

At West Castle, the str- 
uggling southwestern area 
which has the potential to 
become a giant, plans are 
afoot to blaze new trails this 
season with the addition of a 
4,000 foot double chair. 

Off the beaten track, the 
resort is set deep in the 
peaks 25 miles south of the 
Crowsnest Pass and has its 
elite following. This was the 
site of all ski competition 
during the 1975 Canada 
Winter Games. 

Certain powder aficion- 
ados go so far as to claim 
they’ve encountered nothing 
to match peak snow condi- 
tions at West Castle. Blan- 
keting a combination of the 
steep and arduous, rolling 
and moderate, it’s of the 
light, downy variety on which 
dreams are made. And, 
often, you’ll find a corner 
that poses the privilege not 
only of making the first 
tracks of the day, but the 
last. 

Accommodation is scarce 
at the hill but a chalet 
complex is a long-range plan. 
Pincher Creek, 28 miles dis- 
tant, provides modest fac- 
ilities.

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Firms using A.I.B. guidelines keeping salaries lower 


The federal governments 
anti-inflation board salary 
control program is making 
itself felt in firms following 
AIB guidelines. This was 
revealed in a report of a 
study taken in five provinces, 
covering AIB controlled and 
non-controlled firms. The 
study limited its scope to 


Ontario, British Columbia, 
Alberta, Manitoba and Sask- 
atchewan. The report cov- 
ered banks, government 
agencies, investment syndi- 
cates, insurance companies, 
breweries and construction 
and manufacturing firms. 
Although acknowledging 


that salaries had been held 
down due to AIB controls, 
these firms complained of 
red tape, restrictions on 
merit increases, breakdown 
of free collective bargaining 
and erosion by government 
of their right to manage. 
The study showed that 


Metric conversion in some 
Alberta Schools accelerated 


By April, 1979, the metric 
system will be the only 
system used for instruction 
in Canadian non-university 
post-secondary institutions. 
This was announced recently 
by Dave Beckman, national 
chairman of the metric sector 
committee on non-university 
post-secondary education.

These will 
occur as a result of the 
relationship between the 
teaching of metrics in insti- 
tutions, and the practical use 
of metric materials by 
industry, as their target 
dates for conversion often do 
not match.

Be wary when your car 


needs repairs 


If you take your car in for 
repairs and say something 
like ‘‘fix it up’’ or ‘‘check it 
over’’ -- you may be inviting 
trouble. Vague statements 
such as these will likely be 
interpreted by the mechanic 
to mean repair whatever is 
wrong which may involve 
much more time and money 
than you ever dreamed! 

Consumers can protect 
themselves from excessive 
repair bills by being as 
specific as possible about 
what’s wrong with the car. 
Of course, you won't be able 
to tell him exactly what’s 
wrong -- that’s his job -- but 


you should be able to tell him 
all of the symptoms. It’s 
worth the few minutes it 
takes to give the mechanic a 
“play-bv-nlay’’ ~ description 
of how the car is acting. 
Before you leave the 
garage make sure that the 
work order is filled out to 
your satisfaction and that any 
blank spaces are struck out 
so that nothing ‘‘extra’’ can 
be added. Also insist (in 
writing on the work order), 
that the mechanic calls you 
for authorization before ma- 
king any repairs not on the 
work order or ones that will 
cost more than the estimate. 


parts industry, for example, 
the target date for conversion 
is 1985, with a slow change- 
over from imperial to metric 
between now and then. 
However, students studying 
automotives will be working 
in metrics alone from 1980 
on, and will have to maintain 
a background in imperial 
equivalents in order to enter 
the industry. 

In commenting on for- 
seeable problems, Mr. Beck- 
man promised flexibility on 
target dates, depending on 
the problems arising. He 
warned at a recent meeting 
of the department of Ad- 
vanced Education and Man- 
power that conversion in 
Alberta’s non-university, 
post-secondary _ institutions 
will have to be pushed a little 
more actively, as the pro- 
vincial legislature was press- 
ing for an omnibus bill to 
provide for the conversion of 
metric sensitive acts of the 
Legislature. This would 
mean that initial stages of 
conversion of many metric 
sensitive departmental re- 
gulations and practices 
would begin in April, 1977 
with institutional conversion 
to follow shortly after.

salary increases for 1976 in 
AIB firms were 9.9 percent in 
contrast to firms not under 
AIB regulation; who showed 
increases of 11.7 percent. It 
also indicated a projected 
drop of two percent for AIB 
firms in 1977, but again 
increases in non-AIB firms 
will exceed those subjected 
to full control. 

However, AIB controlled 
firms expressed serious re- 
servations about the program 
and reported major admini- 
stration problems, with 75 
percent indicating such pro- 
blems, 25 percent of a 
serious nature. The firms 
said communications with 


the AIB were slow and 
confusing. 
Regionally, the survey 


showed salaries are higher in 
British Columbia and Al- 
berta, with Ontario ranking 
third, followed by Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba. 
Changes in work patterns 
were noted by the study, as 
many firms have implemen- 
ted modified work weeks 
involving staggered or flex- 
ible hours. These modified 
weeks involve the same 
number of working hours but 
the timing of those hours is 
left flexible.

turn into energy 


Seven Canadian designed 
and built windmills for 
generating electricity are 
presently being tested in 
Canada. 

The windmills feature tur- 
bine blades curved like a 
skipping rope attached to a 
central vertical shaft which 
rotates between bearings at 
each end. This type is more 
flexible than the traditional 
propeller windmills, as it can 
accept wind from any direc- 
tion.

tips still showing on the end, 
is the ideal plant starter. The 
slimmer part of the root 
should be cut off leaving the 
carrot top with a length of 
two to three inches. Next, 
hollow out the bottom end; 
make two holes on opposite 
sides and put a decorative 
cord or string through these. 
Then hang the carrot in a 
bright window. 

The hollowed-out part 
should then be filled with 
water and re-filled as often 
as necessary to keep the 
moisture there. Soon, leaves 
will begin to sprout out of the 
lower part, making an 
unusual plant that should 
last several weeks. 

SWEET POTATOES root 
readily when placed half in 
and half out of a container of 
water. As many of the sweet 
potatoes sold in super- 
markets have been treated so 
that they will not sprout, you 
will have to search out one 
with the sprouts showing. 
Until the potato vine gets toc 
large, say the editors of this 
book, change the water once 
a week, pouring out the old 


and replacing with new. A 
few chunks of charcoal in the 
container will help keep the 
water fresh. 

Sweet potato vines will 
climb a small trellis indoors, 
grow as hanging basket 
plants, or as vine to trail over 
a table or cabinet top. 

AVOCADO seeds sprout 
readily and grow into att- 
ractive, leafy plants. To get 
them started, insert three 
toothpicks in the broad end 
of the seed; these will hold it 
over the top of a glass of 
water filled so that the base 
of the seed.just rests in the 
moisture. 

The glass should be set, in 
a bright window and the 
water level kept constant. In 
time you will see roots form, 
then a green sprout. Even- 
tually, you will need to 
transplant the young avo- 
cado to a pot of equal parts of 
soil, sand and peat moss, 
which should be kept moist, 

Pinching out the growing 
tip of the young plant will 
encourage it to branch.

CPP and Old Age Pension increases in 1977 


Increases in the Old Age 
Security pension, Guaran- 
teed Income Supplement, 
Spouse’s Allowance and Ca- 
nada Pension Plan, effective 
January, 1977, were ann- 
ounced last week by Health 
and Welfare Minister Marc 
Lalonde. 

Increases in Old Age 
security pension and Guar- 
anteed Income Supplement 
payments represent the 13th 
quarterly escalation based on 
the cost of living, as provided 
for inthe Old Age Security 
Act. 

The CPP increase, cal- 
culated on the past year’s 
rise in the cost of living as 
measured by the Consumer 
Price Index, will apply to all 
persons in receipt of Canada 
Pension Plan benefits as on 
December 31, 1976. The in- 
creases will be reflected in 
the January cheques. 

The new monthly total at 
the single rate for persons 
receiving both the basic Old 
Age Security pension and 
maximum Guaranteed In- 
come Supplement will be 


$240.47. 

The basic Old Age Security 
pension will rise in January 
to $141.34 from the present 
$139.39. 

The maximum Guaranteed 
Income Supplement for a 
single person, or a married 
person whose spouse is not a 
pensioner and is not re- 
ceiving a Spouse’s Allow- 
ance, will go up in January to 
$99.13 from its current 
$97.76. The maximum supp- 
lement for a married couple, 
both pensioners, will in- 
crease to $88.03 each from 
$86.81. Added to the basic 
pension, this will give each 
married pensioner $229.37 
monthly, or a total of $458.74 
for the couple. 

The Spouse’s Allowance is 
paid to persons between 60 
and 65 years of age who are 
married to Old Age Security 
pensioners and meet resi- 
dence requirements. Entitle- 
ment to a Spouse’s All- 
owance, and amount paid, is 
based on yearly income. 

The maximum Spouse’s 
Allowance will increase to

Seeds suitable for eating 
can be found in grocery 
stores, livestock feed stores, 
or health food stores. Seeds 
intended for outside gardens 
are, however, generally pre- 
treated and therefore un- 
suitable for growth in water. 

Most people use the mas- 
on-jar method for sprouting, 
but there are several other 
containers suitable for this 
such as sprouting trays and 
earth-filled boxes. 

In the mason-jar method 
the seeds are first soaked ina 
screen-capped two-quart jar, 
drained, and then placed into 
a dark cupboard. After a few 
daily immersions in water, 
followed by draining, sprouts 
will form and generally will 
be ready for harvesting 
within 24 hours. 

Each different variety of 
seed has its own distinctive 
flavour and some, such as 
garbanzo and radish, taste 
much like the mature vege- 
table. All are delicious fresh 
or cooked,

Preference will be given to 
those living in areas of high 
unemployment and to those 
receiving unemployment in- 
surance or social assistance. 

Dr. Hohol emphasized 
benefits of the program for 
the present and future. 
‘Work projects provide im- 
mediate relief for the sea- 
sonally-unemployed, while 
the training element helps 
the unemployed become 
employable.”’ 


Government queried 
on sterilization of inuits 


Is there an unofficial 
government policy for the 
sterilization of Inuit women 
in the Northwest Territories? 
The question, asked six years 
ago by former NDP leader 
David Lewis, has again been 
raised in the House of 
Commons by Wally Firth, 
NDP representative for the 
Northwest Territories. 

At the time of the original 
question, the House was 
informed there was no such 
policy. However, Mr. Firth 
produced statistics on wo- 
men in the north between the 
ages of 30 and S0. In Repulse 
Bay, out of 22 women 45 
percent had been sterlized; 
Chesterfield Inlet out of 23 
women 26 percent sterlized; 


Pelly Bay, out of 18 women, 
27 percent sterilized and in 
Gjoa Haven, out of 41 women 
31 percent had been steril- 
ized. 

Mr. Firth directed several 
questions at the government, 
wondering if this represen- 
ted government policy and if 
so, who authorized this ‘‘un- 
necessary and inhuman pro- 
gram.”’ He asked how many 
people had been involved in 
it, when it was initiated and 
whether whites were involv- 
ed init as well. Mr. Firth 
enquired if those women 
being sterlized had been 
made aware of the conse- 
quences in understandable 
terms. Answers are not yet 
forthcoming. 


Milk in metric containers 


Milk in litres is here. It’s 
already on sale in Quebec 
and in parts of British 
Columbia. Most other pro- 
vinces will change over 
during 1977, 

The packaging and sale of 
milk in metric quantities will 
help ease the consumer's 
transition from traditional 
pints and quarts to the new 
millilitres and litres for liquid 
commodities. Soft drinks, 
wine and some other liquid 
products have already gone 
metric, but milk is the first 
basic commodity to be sold 
by the litre. 

The metric sizes chosen by 
almost all provinces (using 
the symbol. for litre and ml 
for millilitre) are: 200 ml, 500 
ml, 1, 2rand4 . The I and 2 
. sizes will replace the one 
and two quart sizes, and 
being a little smaller, the

price should be somewhat 
lower. The 4¢ size will replace 
the present three quart size. 
It is a little larger and the 
price will therefore be 
higher. Price changes may 
not be directly proportional 
to volume changes, because 
packaging and labour costs 
may be the same for the litre 
as for the quart, even though 
the volume is a little less. 

Since prices for milk are 
set by provincial government 
agencies, pricing practices 
may vary from one province 
to another. 

Advice to the consumer is: 
watch for the in-store in- 
formation material -- rem- 
ember a litre is a little less 
than a quart -- and watch for 
price change announcements 
by your provincial marketing 
board.
